Originally a gold patent lever 
watch coast more than sixty guineas, anc a silver 
one sixteen; but prices have fallen 100 per cent, 
and the same articles can be procured respectively 
for thirty, and eight pounds or guinoes. Thous- 
ands of watches fromthe Mersy and the Thames 
ere exported every year to America. Barring ac- 
cidents, a time-piece, gemmed inthe more impor- 
tant perts, will continue moving well for a hun- 
dred years. It requires an oxpert workman to 
finish two watches per week, and at one time, jour- 
neymen earned £2 19s. in six days. But wages 
have fallen as well as profits, and a few hands, 
however expert, now make more then twenty- 
mine or thirty shillings. At least three silver 
watches are made for every gold one.

Yet this man, 
thus corrupt and despicable, makes himself necessary 
to the Prince by the most brilliant of all qualities, per- 
petual gaiety; by the unfailing power of exciting 
laughter, which is the more freely indulged as his 
wit is not of the splendid and ambitious kind, but con- 
sists in easy scapes and sallies of levity which make 
sport but raise no envy.” 

The play of Henry IV. was revived the other 
night, to bring forward Mr. Hacket in the part of the 
old fat knight, for his own benefit; and it was truly 
lamentable to notice how little he understood the hu- 
mor belonging to the character.

Shakspeare’s prolific creations of human nature, with- 
out knowing or learning something of what others 
have done in the personation; without ascertaining 
where the points of the greatest beauty lie, and in 
what the peculiarities of the character consist. It is 
like sporting ia an unknown country: you may ran 
over the ground indeed, but you will probably omit to 
find the best coverts where the game lies concealed. 
The English critics refuse to admit that any Fal- 
staff since Henderson, has ever approached his supe- 
riority, which was as much above competition as the 
character itself transcends all,that was ever comic in 
man. All other actors appear to have considered 
themselves, since his time, as having no right of pro- 
fession,—and King, Palmer, Stephen Kemble and 
others, were no better than tenants upon sufferance. 
A vast number of performers have attempted to com- 
pass the fat knight in this country, who indeed is out 
of all compass, at least, of all the reasonable compass 
to be attained by common efforts. Harwood, Cooper, 
Fennel, Cooke, Kilner, Bartley, have all made great 
exertions to achieve the part; but all, except the last, 
ingloriously failed. Harwood had some humor, but 
neither richness nor aceuracy—Cooper was hard and 
constrained in the humor, but sufficiently acquainted 
with the niceities of the text, and of stage effect ; Fen- 
nel, in his readings, was all niceity and precision, 
bringing out the points with much prominence. He 
had, unfortunately, neither voice nor humor. Cooke 
had voice and a thorough acquaintance with the pe- 
cutiar order of the character—but the execution, in- 
stead of being sparkling with the eye of mirth and 
overflowing with the language of fun, was severe and 
sarcastic.

the British erown, with the usual ceremony. Owing 
to the rapidity of the tides and currents, the stubborn 
quality of the ice,and the rocky character of the coast 
the voyage was extremely perilous. Having expe- 
tienced several almost miraculous eseapes from ship- 
wrecks, they ultimately succeeded in reaching the 70 
. of lat. in a direction nearly due south of Fury 
Point, where their course was arrested by an impen- 
etrable barrier of ponderous ice. Ina harbor which 
they found at this extreme point they wintered. 
In January, 1830, they opened a communication 
with a tribe of natives, who had never before held in- 
tercourse with — Friendship was soon form- 
ed between them and the tars, and the first winter, 
which was not very severe, was spent very pleasantly. 
Having learned from the natives, t the east sea 
was djvided from the west by a neck of land, the point 
was examined, and all hope of effecting a passage in 
that direction COMPLETELY EXTINGUISHED. Com- 
mander Ross (nephew of Capt Ross) who was sent to 
survey the coast of the west sea, leading to Cape 
Turnagain, succeeded in getting within 150 miles of 
it, and left off within a short distance of where Capt 
Back expected Fish River to join tho sea. They al- 
so determined that the land was contiguous to that 
which forms Repulse —* 
Daring the autumn of 1830, the voyagers waited in 
vain for the ice to dissolve, as it had done the pieeed- 
ing year. They had not, with great exertiun, pro 
ceeded more than four miles (retracing their course,) 
when they were arrested, ina very dreary position, by 
the approach of a winter unparalleled in severity— 
the lowest temperature being 92 degrees below the 
freezing point. The summer proving no less rigorous 
for the season, little hope was entertained of a release 
and a further progress of fourteen miles was all they 
could accomplish. 
In October, 1831, the ship was laid up in the har- 
bor in which she at present lies moored, and where 
the party endured the rigors of another winter, not 
less severe than that of the preceding year. Their pro- 
visions being consumed, they had now no alternative 
but to abandon the vessel, and proceed to the spot 
where the Fary‘s provisions atill remained—a direct 
distance of 200 miles, which was increased by one 
half, in consequence of the circuitous route which the 
ice obliged them to take. They accordingly left the 
Victory in May, 1832, and, after a journey of uncom- 
mon labor and hardship, reached Fury Beach in the 
month of July. During this journey, they had not 
only to carry their provisions and sick, but also a sup- 
ply of fuel ; for without melting snow they could not 
proeare even a drink of water. 
They repaired the Fury’s boats, and attempted to 
escape; but it was September before they reached 
Leopold's Island, which they have fully established to 
be the N. E. point of America. Here they vainly 
waited for the ice to break. Jt presented an impenet- 
rable mass, extending across Lancaster Sound, and 
intercepting the progress of the fishing ships, which 
could advance no further than Admirality Inlet,where 
some remained as late as the 19th of September the 
sume year. Winter set in, and they had no choice 
left but to retrace their steps, and spend another in- 
clement season in canvass huts covered with snow.— 
They had no beds, clothing, or animal food. Captain 
Rees says that their suffering cannot be completely 
submitted to the public, for it could not be believed 
what they had undergone.

The former 
could not cross the ice, and was driven by a N. W. 
gale to the southward, up Prince Regent's Inlet. The 
party remained until the gale had departed, and, hav- 
ing crossed when the Isabella was to the southward, 
they passed to the northward of her ; having gained 
the shore of Lancaster Sound, they reached its en- 
trance before the Isabella overtook them. It is im- 
possible for any description to do justice to the feelings 
of either side at meeting. None but those who have 
been in a similar situation can form any idea of what 
passed in the minds of men rescued from such miser 
by the hand of Divine Providence; nor can the feel- 
ings of him who was selected as the instaument of 
mercy be fully appreciated, 
_ The party were not more reduced by their suffer- 
ings than might have been expected. They have 
now recovered from the effects of those sufferings.— 
The circumstance that Captain Ross was rescued by 
the ship he commanded in 1818, 1s a curious and hap- 
py conclusion of tho voyage, the result of which has 
been to establish, that there is no new [N. W.] passage 
south of 74 degrees. 
The country discovered, which is larger than Great 
Britain, has been named Boothea, after Felix Booth, 
Esq Sheriff of London in 1829,who much assisted Cap- 
tain Ross in fitting eut the expedition. The true po- 
sition of the magnetic pole has been discovered, and 
much valuable information obtained for the improve- 
ment of geugraphical and philosophical knowle ge.— 
Capt Ross had a good opportunity of verifying his 
former survey of the west coast of Baffin’s Ba »whi¢h 
every master ofa Greenland ship can tesiify te be 
most correct. 
Oaly three men died during the voyage, two of| 
whom were men whose constitutions were unfit for 
the climate. On the whole, it may be truly said, that 
this expedition has done more than any that preced. 
ed it; and let it be remembered that Captain Ross and 
his nephew were volunteers, serving without pay, for 
the attainment of a great national object, in proseeut- 
ing which they have lost their all.
